THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into on this day 

of September, 1978, by and between the BOROUGH OF BERNARDSVILLE, 
in the County of Somerse t, a Municipal Corporation of the State of 
New Jersey (hereinafter referred to as the "Borough"), and NEW 
JERSEY STATE POLICEMEN VS BENEVOLENT ASSOCIATION, LOCAL NO. 139 , 
(hereinafter referred to as the "PBA") , represents the complete 
and final understanding on all bargainable issues between the 
Borough and the PBA. 



I 



ARTICLE I 


RECOGNITION 

A. The Borough recognizes P.B.A. Local No. 139 as the 
representative for the purposes of collective negotiations 
of all Partolraen and Detectives employed by the Police 
Department, but excluding Special Police, Dispatchers, and 
all oth.er employees of the Borough of Bernardsville. 

B. The titles of Patrolmen and Detectives shall be 
defined to include the plural as well as the singular, 
shall Include males and females and are synonymous with the 
word employees- 



ARTICLE II 


MANAGEMENT RIGHTS 

A. The Borough hereby retains and reserves unto itself, 
without limitation, all powers rights, authority, duties and 
responsibilities conferred upon and vested in it prior to the 
signing of ttiis Agreement by the Laws and Constitution of the 
State of New Jersey and of the United States, including, but 
without limiting the generality of the foregoing, the following 
rights: 

1. To the executive management and administrative 
control of the Borough Government and its properties and facilities 
and the activities of its employees; 

2. To hire all employees and subject to the provisions 
of law, to determine their qualifications and conditions for 
continued employment, or assignment and to promote and transfer 
employees; 

3. To suspend, demote, discharge or take other discip¬ 
linary action for good and just cause according to law. 

B. The exercise of the foregoing powers, rights, authority, 
duties or responsibilities of the Borough, the adoption of 
policies, rules, regulations and practices in furtherance thereof, 
shall be limited only by the specific and express terms of this 
Agreement and then only to the extent such specific and express 
terms hereof are in conformance v;ith the Constitution and Laws of 
New Jersey and of the United States. 



C. Nothing contained herein shall be construed to deny or 
restrict the Borough of its rights, responsibilities and authority 
under R.S. 40 and R.S. 11 or any other national, state, county 
or local laws or ordinances. 



ARTICLE III 


TRAVEL ALLOWANCE 


A. In the e/^ent an employee is required and directed to 
utilize private transporatation to or from any authorized 
business, then the employee shall be reimbursed by the Borough 
at the rate of thirteen (IS;??) cents per mile measured from the 
Municipal Building. 



ARTICLE IV 


NO-STRIKE AND NO-LOCKOUT PLEDGE 

A. During the term of this Agreement, the P.B.A. agrees 
on behalf of itself and insofar as is legally possible on 
behalf of each of its members that there v/ill be no strike of 
any kind and the Borough agrees that it will not cause any 
lockout. 

B. The P.B.A. covenants and agrees that neither the P.B.A. 
nor any person acting in its behalf will cause, authorize, or 
support, nor will any of its members take part in any strike 
(i.e., the concerted failure to report for duty, or v/illful 
absence of an employee from his pos.ition, or stoppage of v^ork nr 
abstinence in whole or in part, from the full, faithful and 

.proper performance of the employee's duties of employment) , V7ork 
stoppage, slowdo^'Tn, v7alkout or other illegal job action against 
the Borough. The P.B.A. agrees that such action V70uld constitute a 
material breach of this Agreement. 

C. In the event of a strike, slowdown, walkout or job action, 
it is covenanted and agreed that participation in any such activity 
by any P.B.A- member shall entitle the Borough to invoke any of the 
following alternatives: 

1. Withdrawal of P.B.A. recognition; 

2. Withdrawal of dues deduction privileges 
(if previously granted) 

3. Such activity shall be deemed grounds for 
termination of employment of such employee 
or employees. 



D. Nothing contained in this /agreement shall be construed 
to limit or restrict the Borough or the P.B.A. in its right to 
seek and obtain- such judicial relief as it may be entitled to have 
in lav7 or in equity for injunction or damages, or both, in the 
event of such breach by the P.B.A. or its members. 



ARTICLE V 


SEPARABILITY AMD SAVINGS 

A. If any provision of this Agreement or any application 
of this Agreement to any employee or group of employees is held 
invalid by operation of law or by a Court or other tribunal of 
competent jurisdiction, such provision shall be inoperative but 
all other provisions shall not be affected thereby and shall 
continue in full force and effect. 
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AOTICLB VI 


NON-DISCRIMINATION 

A. There shall be no discrimination by the Borough or 

the P.B.A. against an employee on account of race, color, creed, 
sex or national origin. 

B. There shall be no discrimination, interference, 
restraint, or coercion by the Borough or any of its representatives 
against any of the employees covered under this Agreement because 

of their membership or non-membership in the P.B.A. or because of any 
lawful activities by such employees on behalf of the P.B.A. The P.E 
its members and agents shall not discriminate against, interfere witi. 
restrain or cccrcc any employees covered under this Agreement who arc 
not members of the P.B.A. 



ARTICLE VII 


DEDUCTIONS FROM SALARY 

A. The Borough agrees to deduct from the salaries of 
its employees subject to this Agreement dues for the P.B.A. 

Such deductions shall be made in compliance %-7ith Chapter 310, 

Public Laws of 1967, N.J.S.A. (R.S.) 52:14-15.9e as amended. 

Said monies together v/ith records of any corrections shall be 
transmitted to the P.B.A. by the fifteenth (15th) of each month 
following the monthly pay period in v/hich deductions were made. 

B. If during the life of this Agreement there shall be 
any change in the rate of membership dues, the P.B.A. shall 
furiiish to the Borough wx'itten notice prior to the effective 
date of such change and shall furnish to the Borough either new 
authorizations from its members showing the authorized deduction 
for each employee or an official notification on the letterhead 
of the P.B.A. advising of such changed deduction. 

C. The P.B.A. %i7ill provide the necessary "check-off 
authorization" form and the P.B.A. will secure the signatures of • 
its members on the forms and deliver the signed forms to the Borough 
Administrator. The P.B.A. shall indemnify, defend and save the 
Borough harmless against any and all claims, demands, suits or other 
forms of liability that shall arise out of or by reason of action 
taken by the Borough in reliance upon salary deduction authorization 
cards submitted by the P.B.A. to the Borough or in reliance upon the 
official notification on the letterhead of the P.B.A- and signed by 
the President and Secretary-Treasurer of the P.B.A. advising of such 
changed deduction. 



ARTICLE VITI ■ 

FULLY BARGAINED PROVISIONS 

A. This Agreement represents and incorporates the complete 
and final understanding and settlement by the parties of all 
bargainable issues which were or could have been the subject of 
negotiations- Neither party will be required to negotiate with 
respect to any such matter whether or not covered by this Agreement 
and whether or not within the knowledge or contemplation of either 
or both of the parties at the time they negotiated or signed this 
Agreement. 

B. This Agreement shall not be modified in whole or in part 
by the parties except by an instruuient iu writing only executed by 
both parties. 



ARTICLE IX 


EMPLOYEE RIGHTS 

A. The employees covered by this Agreement will have all of 
the rights granted under this contract. 

B. In the event of mutually scheduled meetings at times 

and place agreeable to both parties to this Agreement, the Borough 
shall permit two (2) representatives of the Association if on duty 
to conduct grievance conferences, negotiating sessions and hearings 
at no loss of regular straight time pay. 

C. The Borough shall permit a delegate and two (2) alternates 
to attend a State P.B.A. convention \ 7 ithout'loss of regular pay 
pursuant to State lav/. The P.B.A. shall provide the Borough thirty 


(30) d.avs' notice of the names of such deleaates- Tf within thirtv 
(30) days prior to the convention, for any reason a delegate is unabl 
to serve, the P.B.A. shall not be allowed a substitute designee. 

D. A bulletin board shall be made available by the Borough 
in the police department locker room for use by the P.B.A. Only 
material authorized by the P.B.A. President or any authorized repre¬ 
sentative shall be permitted to be posted on such board. 

E. The State delegate of the P.B.A. shall be permitted to 

attend monthly State delegate meetings at no loss of pay on the 
following schedule: * 

a) If the delegate is scheduled to v/ork the midnight to 
8:00 a.m. shift, he shall be released from duty at 5:00 a.m. 

b) If the delegate is scheduled to v/ork the 8:00 a.m. 
to 4:00 p.m. shift, he shall receive that day off. 

the delegate is scheduled to work the 4:00 p.m. to 



midnight shift, he shall not be required to report for duty until 
6:00 p.m. 

F. Employees shall receive five (5) days' notice of a 
change in shift assignment or duty assignment, except in the 
event of emergency as defined by N.J.S.A. 40A:14-134. 

G. No employee shall be disciplined, discharged, or reduced 
in rank or compensation without just cause. 



ARTICLE X 


COLLEGE INCENTIVE PROGRAM 

A. The Borough has adopted in Ordinance No. 471 certain 
requirements for promotion in rank including the attainment of 
certain college credits in order to qualify for eligibility. 

B. The parties agree that the provisions of that Ordinance, 
insofar as they require certain college credits to be eligible 
for promotion, shall apply only to employees of the Police 
Department hired after December 19, 1974. 

C. For all employees covered by this Agreement, the Borough 
will pay the costs of tuition and books for courses taken and 
completed with a passing grade in an approved course of study 
leading to an Associate or Baccalaureate degree in Police Science. 
The policemen v/ill cooperate in securing reimbursement under the 
State Law Enforcement Planning Act, or the Federal Law Enforcement 
Education Program. 



ARTICLE XI 


LONGEVITY 

A. As additional compensation, patrolmen and detectives ixi 
the Police Department shall receive annual longevity compensation 
for continuous service in accordance with the following schedule:

B. The percentages in paragraphs 1 through 5 above repre¬ 
sent totals and are non- cumulative. 
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ARTICLE XII 


OVERTIME 

A. Overtime at one and one-half (1-1/2) times the employees 
regular base rate of pay shall be paid where a patrolman is 
required to work in excess of his regularly scheduled hours in. 
the following casesr 

1. Where the employee is held over from his regular 
tour of duty, except in cases caused by a shortage of manpower. 

2. VThere an employee is required to work in an emergency 
as defined by N.J.S.A. 40A:14-134, except in cases caused by a 
shortage of manpower. 

3. For attendance at Courts while off duty. 

In all otlier cases, employees shall be paid at straight 
time rates of pay. 

This section shall apply only to Patrolmen. 

B. Detectives shall receive no overtime. This will not 


affect holiday pay. 



ARTICLE XITI 


CLOTHING ALLOWANCE 


A. Effective each year of this Agreement, a clothing 
allowance shall be on the following basis: 

1. Non-uniformed officers - $350.00 per year. 

2. Uniformed officers - $300.00 per year. 



ARTICLE XIV 


SICK LEAVE 


A. Part-time and full-time temporary employees and 
non-staff employees are not eligible for sick leave benefits 
under this Article. 

B. A certificate from a physician designated by the 
Borough, or the employee’s ovm physician, may be required as 
sufficient proof of the need for sick leave. In case of sick 
leave due to a contagious disease or exposure to same, a 
certificate from a physician may be required before returning to 
work. 


C. For disability because of sackness or an accident 
each permanent full-time and permanent part-time staff employee 
is entitled to the disability benefit shown in the following 
table during the continuance of the disability:

Weeks refer to calendar weeks from the date of disability 
prorated for actual time out of work. Length of service 
means that completed at the time disability occurs. Only 
full years of continuing service shall be considered 
(parts of years shall not be prorated). Weekly salary 
for part-time permanent staff employees shall be the average 
payable over the then current year. Any payments shall be 
reduced by the amount of any Workmen’s Compensation received 

D. A second period of disability is considered a new 
disability v/ith benefits beginning anew at the 100% of 
salary level if it arises from a different cause. If it 
arises from the same cause and there has been a period of 
three or more continuous v;eeks back at v7ork after the first 
period of disability, the benefit payments shall commence 
at the 100% of salary level and follow the above schedule 
assuming the date of disability to be at the date of the 
recurrence. In either case, the maximum number of vreeks 
during which any benefit will be paid is reduced by the 
niunber of weeks benefit paid in the 52 weeks just preceding 
the date of disability. Borough approved leaves of absence, 
including leaves for Military Service, do not constitute 

a break in service. * 

E. An employee v/ho shall be absent on sick leave for 
six (6) or more consecutive v/orking days shall be 
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required to submit acceptable medical evidence substantiating 
the illness. An employee v/ho has been absent on sick leave 
for a period totaling eight (8) or more days in one (1) 
calendar year consisting of periods of less than four (4) 
days, shall be required to submit acceptable medical evidence 
for any additional sick leave in that year. The Borough may 
require proof of illness of an employee on sick leave v/hen— 
ever such requirement appears reasonable and v/arranted under 
the circumstances. 

F. Each employee shall report to active duty after each 
illness or injury where the services of a physician v/ere 
required only after first presenting the Borough Clerk 
f-rna,T physician’s state-Tnent ind.ieating that he 5.s again fit 
for active duty. 

G. The Borough Council reserves the right to require 

a medical examination at any time during disability at the 
expense of the Borough. 

H. Payment for disability due to sickness or accident 
shall not be allowed under the following conditions: 

(1) If the employee, when under medical care, fails to 
carry out the instructions of the attending physician, (2) If 
in the opinion of the Borough Medical Examiner, the employee is^. 
ill disabled of self-imposed contributory causes or 
actions occasioned by bad habits, (3) If, in the opinion of 
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the Borough Medical Examiner, the disability or illness 
is not of sufficient severity to justify the employee's 
absence from duty. 

I. Leave for ordinary dental care or for the services 
of an eye specialist for normal eye care do not qualify 
as a disability as such professional services are readily 
available outside of normal working hours. 

J. Any employee receiving disability payments v/ho, in 
addition, qualifies for payments under Workmen's Compensa- 

t 

tion benefits, shall during the period he is receiving such 
benefits be entitled to no greater portion of his disability 
payrnents than the net difference between them. 

K. It shall be the responsibility of the employee 

to notify his supervisor of an absence due to illness as 
soon as is reasonably practicable. Failure to so notify 
may result in a forfeiture of such sick leave credit. 

L. Leave of Absence as a Result of Injury or Disability 
Resulting From or Arising Out of Employment. 

1. I-Jhen a full-time permanent Borough employee or 
part-time permanent staff employee shall be injured or dis¬ 
abled resulting from*or arising out of his employment and 
such injury or disability shall be evidenced by the certificate 
of a physician designated by the Mayor and the Council of the 
Borough of Bernardsville to examine such person, the Mayor and 
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Council of the Borough of Bernardsville shall by 
resoltation pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40A:9-7 grant the injured 
or disabled employee a leave of absence v;ith pay for a 
periocd not exceeding six (6) months. The employee shall 
not be charged any sick leave time for time lost due to 
the aforesaid injury or disability. 

2. Prior to the passage of a resulution referred 
to in paragraph (a) hereof, a contract shall be executed 
between the employee and the Borough setting forth that the 
employee shall reimburse the Borough from monies he may 
receive as Workmen's Compensation, temporary benefits, or 
from possible legal settlement from, or judgment against, 
the person or persons responsible for the injury.. 

3. Each full-time permanent employee shall be 
entitled to three (3) days' bereavement leave with pay 
for the loss of a husband, vmfe, children, father, mother, 
mother-in-law, father-in-lav;, grandparents, grandchildren 
and relatives in the same household. Such period of time 
shall not be charged to vacation. 
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ARTICLE XV 


GRIEVANCE PROCEDURE 

A. Purpose 

1. The purpose of this procedure is to secure, at 

the lowest possible level, an equitable solution to the problems 
which may arise affecting the terms and conditions of this 
Agreement. 

2. Nothing herein shall be construed as limiting the 
right of any employee having a grievance to discuss the matter 
informally with any appropriate member of the Department. 

B. Definition 

The term "grievance" as used herein means any con¬ 
troversy arising over the interpretation, application or 
alleged violation of the terms and conditions of this Agreement 
or physical working conditions, and may be raised by an individuai 
the P.B.A. on behalf of an individual or individuals, or the 
Borough. 

C. Steps of the Grievance Procedure 

The following constitutes the sole and exclusive 
method for resolving grievances betv/een the parties covered by 
this Agreement, and shall be followed in its entirety unless 
any step is waived by ..mutual consent: 

Step One : 

(a) An aggrieved employee or the P.B.A. on behalf 
of an aggrieved employee or employees or the Borough shall 
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institute action under the provisions hereof v;ithin ten (10) 
days of the occurrence of the grievance, and an earnest effort 
shall me made to settle the differences between the aggrieved 
employee and his immediate supervisor, for the purpose of 
resolving the matter informally. Failure to act v/ithin said 
ten (10) days shall be deemed to constitute an abandonment of 
the grievance. 

(b) The supervisor shall render a decision within 
five (5) days after receipt of the grievance. 

Step Two ; 

(a) In the event a satisfactory’ settlement has not 
been reached, the employee or the P.B.A. shall, in writing and 
signed, file his grievance with the Department Head within 
five (5) days following the determination at Step One. 

(b) The Department Head shall render a decision in 
writing v/ithin five (5) days from the receipt of the grievance- 

Step Three ; 

(a) In the event the grievance has not been resolved 
to Step T^i 70, then within five (5) days following the determina¬ 
tion, the matter may be referred to the Public Safety Committee 
v^ho shall review the matter and make a determination within 
ten (10) days form the receipt of the grievance. 

'k. 

Step Four : 

(a) In the event the grievance has not been resolved 
at Step Three, the employee or the P.B.A- may in writing 
request a review of the matter by the Mayor and Council within 
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five (5) days of the determination at Step Three. 

(b) The decision of the Mayor and Council shall be 
rendered v/ithin thirty (30) days of its reviev/. 

Step Five - Advisory Arbitration 

(a) If the grievance is not settled through Steps 
One, Two, Three and Four, either party may refer the matter to 
the American Arbitration Association for Advisory Arbitration 
within fifteen (15) days after the determination by the Mayor 
and Council. An Arbitrator shall be selected pursuant to the 
Rules of the A.A.A. 

(b) However, no arbitration hearing shall be 

scheduled sooner than thirty (30) days after the final decision 
of the Mavor and Counci 1 c. ■nVin t"h‘=^ ^rT<TT”5 

pursue any other procedures, the arbitration hearing shall be 
canceled and the matter withdrawn from arbitration and the 
parties shall share whatever costs may have been incurred by 
the Arbitration Association. 

(c) The arbitrator shall be bound by the provisions 
of this Agreement and restricted to the application of the 
facts presented to him involved in the grievance. The 
arbitrator shall not have the authority to add to, modify, 
detract from or alter in any way the provisions of this Agreement 
or an amendment or supplement thereto. 

(d) The costs for the services of the arbitrator shall 
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be borne equally betv/een the Borough and the P.B.A. Any 
other expenses, including but not limited to the presentation 
of witnesses, shall be paid by the party incurring same. 

D. No response at any Step in this procedure by the 
its agents shall be deemed to be a negative 
response and upon the termination of the applicable time 
the grievant may proceed to the next step. 

limits may be extended by the parties by mutual 
written agreement. 

P. The Borough reserves the right to file in v;riting 
a grievance V7ithin ten (10) days on its behalf with the 
Executive Board of the P.B.A. v;hich shall conduct a conference 
with the representatives of the Borough v/ithin ten (10) days o 
filing of the grievance, and render a v/ritten determination 
within thirty (30) days of the conference. Failure to act 
within said ten (10) day period shall be deemed to constitute 
an abandonment of the grievance. 
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ARTICLE XVI 


COMPENSATION 


A. Effective on the dates shown, all employees covered 
by this Agreement shall be entitled to receive the base rate 
of pay for their position as noted in Schedule A. 



ARTICLE XVII 


VACATIONS 

A. Employees on the payroll as of June 1st of any 
calendar year who have been in the service of the Borough since 
at least the preceding Axigust, are entitled to tv/o (2) weeks* 
vacation with pay. New employees with less service shall be 
entitled to one (1) day of paid vacation for each full month of 
service prior to June 1st. Vacations are deemed to be earned 
as of June 1st of the calendar year. 

B. Those officers assigned to the Uniform Division and 
working a six (6) day cycle shall have a v/eek’s vacation 
def-ined as s.^.x (6) work.i.ng days = 

All others shall have a v;eek's vacation defined as 
five (5) v7orking days. 

C. Employees who terminate their service between June 1st 
and December 31st shall be paid for their unused regular or 
special vacation days. 

• D. Full-time employees shall be entitled on the June 1st 
following their service anniversary to Annual Special Days 
Vacation with pay as follows; 

After four ( 4 ) years of continuous employment — 

Three (3) days 

After seven (7) years of continuous employment — 

One (1) week 

After fourteen (14) years of continuous employment -

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E. All vacation days must be used in the current year
